Michael Dalton, 45 years old, one 
of the owners of Dalton & Bach, dealers 
in automobile supplies at 2333 South 
Michigan avenue, shot and killed 
early last evening when he resisted one 
of two armed men who were trying to 
obtain the money in his office safe. A 
bullet penetrated his temple and he 
died an hour later at the Postgrad- 
uate hospital. 

During the afternoon the two men 
had come into the stére and talked 
with Dalton about the purchase of a 
set of gears. When they left they 
promised to return. They did so at 
6 p. m. 

In the place were Dalton and a 
salesman, William Arnold, 7327 Prince- 
ton avenue. One of the bandits, a 
stockily built man of about 23, forced 
Arnold into a rear room and robbed 
him of $10. The other kept Dalton 
with him in the office. 


Strikes Salesman; Flees. 


Arhold told the police that he had 
been in the rear only a minute or 
two when there was a scuffle outside 
and then the report of a shot. The 
stockily built man, with an oath, 
struck the salesman on the head with 
the butt of his revolver and felled 


him. Then he turned and ran out to 


join his confederate. 

As Arnold followed they ran out the 
front door and disappeared into the 
snowstorm. Dalton, dying, lay on the 
floor. The contents of the safe were 
intact, and it is believed that the $10 
taken from Arnold was all the loot 
obtained by the robbers. 

A police search was immediately 
started for the pair. The man who 
killed Dalton is described as about 
years old, 5 feet 5 inches tall, and 
weighing about 130 pounds. He wore 
a dark suit and a dark hat. The other 
man was about the same height, but 
weighed about 160 pounds and was clad 
in a brown checked suit and light cap.

REMAKING THE BRITISH 
EMPIRE. 


Doctors of political science will have an inter- 


esting subject of study in the report ot the British 


imperial conference. It is a characteristic docu- 
ment laying down certain general principles as a 
frame to be filled in by process of trial and error 
and leaving ample room for that compromise which 
is the special genius of the Anglo-Saxon in politics. 
About all that the external observer is able to con- 
clude is that the old empire is gone and a new form 
not yet born. Mr. Steele in his dispatch says that 


_“ yoluntarism is the keynote of the new position, 


which may be translated to mean that the home 
government has recognized inevitably that the do- 
minions will do about what they please. 

So far as the present form is tangible it creates 
a federation even less definite and substantial than 
that of our states under the articles of confed- 
eration. The authors of the report evidently are 
conscious of this appearance of weakness and are 
at pains to explain that their formula looks to the 
foreigner as if it were devised “rather to make 
mutual interference impossible than to make co- 
opération easy.” We agree with them that this is 
likely to prove to be an error, for it leaves out of 
account the forees which make for codperation in 
essentials and under pressure of common needs. 
The imperial organization in fact is now passing 
through a period of transition and it seems to the 
disinterested and friendly observer that there is 


- wisdom in first removing those opportunities for 


interference implicit in the old organization and 
relying upon the underlying forces of economic and 
political codperation to bring forth in due time such 
an organization as will express them most effective- 
ly. Obviously, what was needed was first to get rid 
of the forms whfth no longer represented the re- 
alities of the imperial situation and which therefore 
could only produce friction and = crises might 
effect disunion. 

Having laid down ‘principles which recognize a 
virtual independence and retaining only such tie as 
sentiment and common interest spontaneously aup- 
port, the rest is left to that process of evolution in 
experience which in British opinion, and for that 
matter in the best American opinion, produces thes 
most durable institutions. 

This is not essentially different from our own 
historic method. We have a fundamental orgunic 


_ act, a written constitution, but it is merely the 


core of our constitutional system and has been 
subject from the first to a process of development 
by judicial decision, by legislation, and by admin- 
istrative practice through a century and a third 
of experience and experiment. The problem be- 
fore our constitutional con¥ention was simpler 
than that of the British imperial organization and 
it is a mark of the British political genius that 
the imperial conference has put its reliance upon 
evolution, contenting itself with the assertion of a 
few general principles which the jealous common- 
wealths will readily accept and which nevertheless 
express a unity founded on common speech, insti- 
tutions, habits of thought, and many materia! in- 
terests. 

It would be a daring prophet who should predict | 
what eventually will become of the British empire 
or commonwealth of nations. Any organization 
that develops will frequently have to endure violent 
strains. They may result in partition or the se- 


_ cession of one member or more. One or more of 


the commonwealths may be drawn into other sys- 
tems or may establish complete independence out- 
side the imperial frame. Or there may grow up 
an imperial union somewhat like ours with a com- 
mon congress and a strong imperial executive 
chosen not by the mother country but by all the 
members of the union. But the old empire is al- 
veady thing of ot the Pest. 


THE SORROWS OF. CHINA. 

Senator Borah, when he asserts that China is 
“dominated in ‘all matters which are essential to 
® nation’s prosperity and growth by foreign pow- 
ers,” is not at his best, No candid and intelligent 
Chinese will support such an assertion. No ohe 
who swallows it is competent to advise upon Chi- 
nese relations. If the American public swallows 


n the government cannot develop or apply any 


policy that will help China. 
Almost every implication of Mr. Borah's re- 
ported summary of Chinese conditions, 4 
quoted fairly, is misleading. For example, he 

“ Warships of foreign countries patrol — 
less coast and foreign gunboats ply and police her 
rivers.” Does Mr. Borah intend us to infer from 
those facts that these ships are merely the agencies 
of foreign oppression ? The warships and gunboats 
are in Chinese waters because Americans and other 
foreigners lawfully in China are. In grave danger as 
to life and lawful property and there is no respon- 
die government in China capable of giving them 
such protection as the law of nations and the dic- 
tates of justice and of humanity impose upon all 
nations. Their presence in China is no anomaly, 
though that is Senator Borah's implication.

Meanwhile the political and military factionalists 
are making the most of extraterritoriality and the 
customs treaties to stimulate opinion in China and 
justify their activities. The Cantonese general, 
Chang Kai-shek, has just told an Associated Press 
representative at Manchang that “ the present rev- 
elution will not end until , extraterritoriality and 
concessions and unequal treaties have all been 
abolished.” But the insincerity of that assertion 
ought to be obvious even to an American -senti- 
mentalist. Gen. Chang Kai-shek is not fighting 
any foreign power. He is fighting other Chinese 
leaders who are just as emphatic. oa the subject 
of extraterritoriality and customs autonomy ag he 
is, It is true that he declares for immediate aboli- 
tion of all foreign rights or privileges, while other 
leaders are more candid in their recognition of the 
impracticability and undesirability, even from the 
viewpoint of Chinese self-interest? of such drastic 
action. But the Cantonese general is surrounded 
by Russian advisers and talks like an emissary of 
the Third Internationale. His remarks can be 
substantially discounted. 


3100000 FOR OUR OWN. 


A few days ago Tun TRIBUNE called upon the 
Red Cross for a precise statement of the amount 
of money spent and the sum stil] needed for the 
relief of the flood victims in Illinois. This informa- 
tion is now available. The Red Cross says it has 
spent $10,000. At least $175,000 is required and 
only $67,000 is available for the work. More than 
$100,000, therefore, remains to be collected. Chi- 
cago gave more than $300,000 for the victims of the 
tornado in Florida. 

The Illinois Agricultural association and county 
farm bureaus are to solicit contributfons in the 
rural regions. The greater part of the $100, 000 
must come from the cities of the state and, or 
ec urse, chiefly from Chicago. 
Twenty-five hundred families were driven rein 
their homes by the floods, Many of them are un- 
able, even now, to return. Of the 225,000 acres 
which were inundated, 140,000 are still under water. 
Many, probably most, of the victims rented their 
lands. All that a considerable number of these 
farmers had in the world was lost when their 
crops were destroyed, their household goods ruined, 
and their live stock drowned. The Red Cross, for 
lack of funds, has been obliged to house many of 
the victims in tents, although winter is sweeping 
over the prairies. 
sufferers adequate clothing and shelter and enable 
them to make a fresh start in the spring. 

The Association of Commerce, which responded 
promptly to the appeal for help from Florida, will 
not, we are confident, fail to take this matter in 
hand. The churches will help. Once the situation 
is clearly en the money will not be dim.

A STORAGE-BATTERY 
LOCOMOTIVE. 


A new type of electric locomotive, new in that 
its power is supplied by storage batteries instead 


been tested out by the Chicago and Northwestern

In a pulling contest the new locomotive proved 
itself more powerful than a heaviér engine of the 
common steam type, It throws off no smoke and 
boot; it eliminates the fumes which make even the 
oll-electric engine objectionable. There remain, 
however, questions of cost, operating expense; up- 
keep; and reliability to be decided before the 
storage-battery locomotive can make claims for a 
wider adoption. 

The public will await the railroads’ final decision 
on the new engine with interest.

Rats become a nuisance this time of 
year when field and garden seeds are 
being stored for the winter. Requests 
for rat poisons indicate that farmers 
and gardeners are having the usual 
trouble with these rodents in the corn 
belt. This is a good time of the year 
to have a rat killing, when they are to 
be found in colonies around straw 
stacks, in corn cribs, granaries, and at- 
tics where seed is stored. 

Zodlogists at the Minnesota agricul- 
tural college have found a quick way 
of killing rats by pumping calcium 
cyanide dust into their dens or bur- 
rows. It is not always possible to find 
the rats in their burrows, where they 
can be effectively gassed. Where they 
are not in narrow confines they can 
be killed by poisoning their food with 
barium carbonate. 

The zodlogists advise using one part 


of the barium carbonate to four parts 


of food. There are a variety of tasty 
baits fo be made, for rats eat almost 


every kind of food human beings eat. 


Barium carbonate is a deadly poison 


and farmers and gardeners are warned 


to handle it carefully. Scientists have 


found that the cyanide method is more 


costly than barium carbonate bait, but 
recommend it where conditions are fa- 
vorable for gassing the rats.
